This 
draw conclusions from evidence rather 
than accept prejudiced opinions. 
means that one must gather data and sug- 
gest trial solutions; then accept reject 
these proposed solutions; and finally draw 
conclusions. 

sincere respect for the opinions 
others. 

first sight, such program may seem 
difficult and the number points confus- 
ing. However, this plan can made sim- 
ple and easy understand considering 
the points themselves under two headings. 
First,. examine numbers one, two, 
and seven, see that they are easy 
enough understand and not difficult 
keep mind. word, these three points 
are willingness change opinions the 
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basis new evidence; search for truth 
regardless any prejudice; and sincere 
respect for the opinions others. 

Second, may consider the remaining 
points altogether, for glance num- 
bers three, four, five, and six will show 
that they are not easy understand 
but included they can made clearer 
the same word explanation. Indeed 
may said that all these points are 
fundamental elements the art think- 
ing, and, properly understood and prac- 
ticed, they will help learn how 
think. 


Need Method 


Since childhood, perhaps, you have been 
told think, reason, and use your 
head. Yet, much you may wish fol- 
low such advice, you are often confused 
and frequently lost for want some meth- 
od. What, then, does mean think 
reason, and how can assume crit- 
ical attitude toward what see what 
hear? think see the “why” and 
the “what” things. must ask our- 
selves “how they came about” and “what 
effect they have.” 

This attitude will help more 
careful about what would otherwise 
take for granted. will help see and 
understand things they are, and thus 
will able appreciate their real 
worth. And, will give better 
understanding and greater appreciation 
things, will naturally reward 
with real and thorough understanding 
people, circumstances, and conditions, and 
even life itself. word, will help 
judge for ourselves because reasons 
which naturally follow from apprecia- 
tion the real value all hear and 
see. this can help ourselves 
making use these four points and 
considering general way what thinking 
actually implies. 
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What Thinking? 


Thinking mental process which 
examine for ourselves person, place, 
stances, with view reaching conclu- 
sion, passing judgment, making 
decision our own. 

Every problem with which are con- 
fronted concerns person, place, thing, 
When are confronted with problem, 
cannot solve unless understand 
it. must know something about it, and 
the more know about the better 
understand it; hence should examine 
it. For the most part, conduct this 
examination ourselves; that why 
call mental process. times, course, 
must seek the help others find 
answer. other times must gather and 
compare facts for ourselves must 
consult books order find answer. 
any rate, must conduct the examina- 
tion; whether alone with the 
that make for ourselves our own 
minds. 

This process which takes place the 
mind consists series questions. 
these questions are able examine 
and are thus enlightened and given 
better understanding. The answers these 
questions help ascertain facts, thus 
giving reasons grounds for opinions, 
determinations, actions. 


What Reason? 


reason that which thought 
alleged the basis ground for any 
opinion, determination, action. ex- 
plains our stand basis foundation 
for thinking, deciding, acting such 
manner. are justified whatever opin- 
ions hold, whatever decisions make, 
whatever do, only because reasons. 
The more solid and well founded our rea- 
sons are, the more sure and certain are 
our stand. 

obtain reasons through the answers 
series questions. The questions 
ask cover the main points the examina- 
tion wish make. First all, 
should try understand the meaning 
the problem. Secondly, should try 
get idea its history see how 
came about. Thirdly, should try see 
how are affected what its 
value us. For the sake order, then, 
these questions may nicely arranged 
under three headings, comprising the three 
points about which wish enlight- 
ened; namely, Purpose, Cause, and Effect. 

Purpose: understand the mean- 
ing purpose might ask: 

What this*......

Cause: get idea the history 
cause might ask: 

How did this 


come about? 


condition, cr a series of circumstances. 
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Why did this 
When did this come about? 
Where did this come about? 
brought about? 
Effect: see its value effect 
might ask: 


come about? 


see eee 


What did this ...... then? 
What did this ...... later? 
What can this ...... now? 
What might this ...... now? 


After you obtain the answers such 
questions you are able see what reasons 
grounds you have for coming such 
conclusion. conclusion may likened 
scale which you see how the reasons 
for against weigh balance. the 
balance your favor, you will have 
reasons grounds and thus you will 
justified your conclusion. that con- 
clusion thus solidly established reasons 
you are enlightened decide one 
way another whether you may bene- 
fited not. 

Before passing any kind judgment 
making any kind decision, before you 
accept any opinion, and before you say 
anything anything, you may ask 
yourself, “Did come conclusion? 
How did reach that conclusion, and what 
reasons have?” 

use apply this mental process 
take scientific attitude. first this 
may seem difficult, but properly and 
consistently used will soon become easy. 
make easy, remember: 

The most important thing about answer- 
ing question understand the question. 

The most important thing about solving 
problem understand the problem. 

Before attempting answer any ques- 
tion before you begin solve any prob- 
lem, you might ask: “Am sure under- 
stand this? see exactly what 
done?” soon you understand the 
question see just what the problem is, 
you are able begin search for an- 
swer work out solution. this 
intelligent manner you must think. ‘That 
means you must examine the question 
the problem for yourself and your own 
mind. 

this examination you will further 
enlightened about this particular question 
problem. You will better able see 
what means, how came about; and you 
will also position appreciate the 


effect may have you. Through 


examination you will find reasons. These 
will give you grounds for whatever stand 
you take whatever conclusion you reach. 

Whatever opinions you hold, whatever 
decisions you make, whatever you do, 
you are justified only because reasons. 
The more solid and well founded your rea- 
sons are, the more sure and certain you are 
your stand. Now then, you would act 
intelligent manner, you will think 
honestly and see all sides question. Be- 
fore you accept any opinion, before you 
decide anything, and before doing any- 
thing, ask yourself: “Did come con- 
clusion? sure understand what this 
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is, and appreciate all that means? 
sure? Why did conclude this 
manner? What are 


Applying the Rules 

With these principles mind, should 
ready take scientific attitude 
apply this mental process anything tat 
can help ourselves this being 
attentive our conversation and our read- 
ing. conversation and reading are 
often influenced the opinions 
others, and unless these opinions are well 
founded, unless understand them 
see their importance, shall find 
speaking and acting without reason. 

conversation, when you hear someone 
make statement, you should ask: “What 
does this mean?” Before expressing either 
agreement disagreement, you should ask: 
this claim asserting? under- 
stand and appreciate all that 
means?” Then you must look 
evidence: the proof for this? 
what principle based, what fig- 
ures and statistics does stand? What 
the authority for such statement? 
sure that the authority sound and 
certain?” 

reading, ask yourself: “What the 
main idea this article this book? What 
point has the author set out make? 
understand completely? Can organ- 
ize the other ideas outline form? 
form picture all that means? 
agree disagree? Why? What are the 
reasons given the author? What about 
these reasons? sure them? What 
facts does give? Can see behind these 
facts? sure that his authority sound 
and certain? what conclusion come 
after reading this? How does this conclu- 
sion agree with what others say what 
have previously thought?” 

assuming this attitude reading and 
conversation you will cultivate abil- 
ity and develop the capacity have your 
own opinion about idea which will jus- 
tify it. Gradually you will see that opinion 
clearly enough give favorable expres- 
sion. Thus you will learn reason: 
think honestly, see all sides ques- 
tion, look the facts, weigh them, 
measure them and compare them, 
analyze the evidence and then reach 
nite conclusion. 

this manner you will learn over- 
come that mental cowardice sluggishness 
which makes sheep most people. 
doing you will help yourself understand 
thing completely and you will see its faults 
well its merits. Thus you will increase 
your appreciation people, things, 
stances, conditions, and even life itself, be- 
cause comprehension criticism and criti- 
cism judgment mere synonym for 
thought. Moreover, this power 
thought which will enable you act 
educated person, that you will look for 
relations between ideas facts, and 
will never see thing without 
another beside behind it.

has always had its prob- 
lems. But today, perhaps more than 
ever before the history our country, 
these problems are challenge individual 
freedom and the rightful existence 
democracy. The higher values life have 
been ignored their importance cautiously 
minimized. National egoism, class and 
racial hatred have come forth mad fury 
add our confusion and destroy 
social trust. 

Some, course, claim that this due 
man’s quest for fuller life. Others lay 
the blame the doorstep the world war. 
But, reality, may not due wrong 
methods and wrong ideals education? 
must admit that our educational 
program has failed realize many its 
fundamental objectives. has not secured 
peace and cooperation between nations; 
has not effected the proper understanding 
between classes and races; has not de- 
veloped man the right concept life’s 
has not inspired him with the 
sacredness civic responsibility. 

have lost sight our objectives. 
educators have been too complacent 
with our own way doing things. While 
rested our self-satisfaction, the world 
passed dizzy pace. result, edu- 
cationally speaking, are today far 
behind. have been drifting, not swim- 
ming; have been following, not think- 
ing. this age mass production, 
have developed the counterpart mass 
thinking. other words, have become 
passive creatures world unholy 
activity. 

the midst this difficult and chang- 
ing situation, our school requirements have 
outgrown the old school plans. and 
large, our schools not meet the needs 
growing boys and girls today. For this 
one totally blame, our schools were 


never designed educate all the 


all the people. But are blame 


have failed detect the need for ad- 


justment. grant that 
administrators have tried meet the situa- 
tion individually, but our Catholic second- 
ary schools whole have failed miser- 
ably adjusting the school the needs 
the individual child. They have been, and 
still are, first and foremost, college-pre- 
paratory schools. the same token they 
are still trying crowd into the minds 
four fifths their pupils academic subjects 
which they will never use. They are still 
submitting four fifths their enrollment 
college-preparatory courses; whereas, 
only one fifth their pupils will ever 
higher institutions learning. all 
truth, the per cent merely being ex- 
posed secondary education. the day

their graduation, the diploma which they 
will receive will represent general cer- 
tificate secondary-school attendance. As- 
suredly, terms practical life value, the 
per cent has received little education. 

administrators and educators 
must not neglect the college-preparatory 
function secondary schools, but the 
same time our school program should 
planned from the bottom up. must 
planned meet the needs boys and 
girls who live and work America today. 
must twofold program; must con- 
sider two groups: the one who will 
college, that is, the per cent the total 
enrollment; and the other per cent who 
will our American citizens tomorrow 
without any further formal education. 

view this problem its entirety, 
the Catholic school democracy and 
always will important factor the 
preservation democratic ideals. 

Much being said today about the 
American prerogative “free speech,” but 
very little mention made the impor- 
tance correct thinking. there one 
duty that should sacred edu- 
cators, that teaching the individual 
think intelligently. these days 
propaganda and controversial issues, the 
individual must know how analyze and 
how answer such questions. must 
trained the art listening and ob- 
serving, rather than the art name 
calling and invective response. must 
know that the careless collection facts 
“half-baked” method approach and 
that the end such method must nec- 
essarily lead “‘crackpot” theories and ab- 
surd solutions. The trouble today that 
men are being taught think terms 
war armament rather than terms 
moral armament. fact, educators today 
are not training the individual think. 
is, after fashion, being “spoon fed” with 
diet pseudo-leadership that neither 
fish nor flesh. cannot think because 
has not been taught how think. terms 
credits, his work represents smattering 
this and that, but terms funda- 
mental facts represents coterie zeros. 
This the strongest indictment have 
offer against present-day secondary educa- 
tion and present-day educators. 


Social Studies High School 


meet current thought, refute cur- 
rent objections, knowledge the Chris- 
tian concept our social studies nec- 
essary. our duty, therefore, make 
this knowledge part the individual’s very 
life being. has clear-cut basic con- 
cept social problems, will not easily 
victimized the ever-present propa- 
gandist. will able answer intel- 
ligently the communist, the socialist, the 
nazi, and the fascist. What more, 
should know the difference between the 
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like the ostrich who sticks his head the 
sand every time danger threatens. 

Next must consider the individual 
his relationship others. Here must 
think him terms the higher values 
human life. What are doing give 
him ethical and moral standards? con- 
done cheating examinations certainly 
not fostering honesty and truthfulness; 
permit class strikes and group conflicts 
not upholding the ideals cooperation and 
loyalty. Our tendency today substitute 
protest against persons for protests against 
philosophies life. permit bitterness 
and animosity supplant charity and 
understanding. counteract the current 
waves publicized prejudices, the individ- 
ual must trained tolerant. that 
not mean that should taught 
close his eyes evil, but that 
taught respect honest differences opin- 
ion and patient with those who know 
better. The educated man will not 
charge another with bigotry before 
knows the background his philosophy. 
like manner, will intolerant 
deliberate sin and abuses, but always tol- 
erant ignorance and misunderstanding. 

Crimes among our youth today can 
attributed one thing only: the failure 
our educational program teach perma- 
nent values. Pious phrases will never im- 
press youth with moral obligation. this 
point must confess that have not 
taught with conviction the differences be- 
tween right and wrong. The fault lies 
the fact that have taken too much for 
granted. have relied too much the 
virtue Faith and the ability the 
home educational factor. have 
forgotten our place and our duty loco 
parentis. 


Teach Dignity Labor 


Our philosophy and has been, for the 
most part, wrong. From the beginning 
imbue our pupils with the 
idea. blow them with executive am- 
bitions and take the spine out work. 
result, our boys and girls consider 
disgrace honest work. Where did they 
develop this philosophy? Right the class- 
room, the feet our educators, some- 
times called “the bearers light 
darkened world.” The effect such phi- 
losophy our graduates this: they 
forth into the world after commencement 
with inflated “give me” idea. “Give 
this.” “Give “How much 
worth?” “What will you give me?” 
didn’t school work, I’m going 
wait for something Who pays the 
penalty? The school and the parents and 
society. Who fault? Our educational 
program and, little measure, our 
teachers. 

Here wish call attention the 
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duties educated citizen. responsible 
citizen not one who pays mere lip service 
his community. No, one who an- 
swers the roll call law-abiding citizen. 
votes. takes interest com- 
munity projects. seeks understand 
the social structures and social processes. 
Are educating the future citizen our 
democracy act thus? Frankly, there 
little evidence that are. attach most 
our training citizenship the age- 
worn axiom that good Catholic must 
good not translate the 
objectives Catholic training into civic 
activities. Either presume too much 
lack woefully interpretative powers. 
Finally, come the question re- 
ligion. Religion the great balance wheel 
needed right the strange theories life 
and the groping philosophies today. The 
founders our democracy recognized that 
fact when they framed our democratic form 
government. Our colonial and early 
American schools were definitely deeply re- 
ligious. The first germs radicalism were 
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sowed when American education became 
nonsectarian, when the “little red school- 
house” became Godless institution. 


Right, Then Modern 


From all this evident that can- 
not take our ideals and standards from the 
ideals and standards the present age. 
The education the past two generations 
has not only survived, but has large 
part promoted the antisocial, antireligious, 
and antidemocratic tendencies prevalent 
American life. The only form educa- 
tion that can save from such evil one 
that goes back God. grant that our 
schools should child centered the 
sense that the child their supreme inter- 
est, but the philosophy Catholic edu- 
cation Catholic school must religion- 
centered. The higher social values and the 
higher moral values must become part 
our school program well the funda- 
mental academics. 

True, are living changing world 
and cannot stand still. Novel questions 
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call for novel answers. Changing times de- 
mand changed ways. the classroom and 
the school must “daringly 
modern,” but doing cannot sur- 
render any the principles Catholic 
teaching. Our mission must remain forever 
the same: “to generate, nurture, anc 
educate souls the divine life 
the same time must recognize that 
the changes the ways living call for 
proper educational adjustments. 
clarify and broaden our 
What more, must seek specific meth- 
ods reach these objectives. this 
not mean say that our boys and girls 
need trade solution their difficul- 
ties when they leave school, nor are 
make them intellectual 
trades.” Our duty give them balance 
and understanding, provide them with 
rational, scientific, and ethical approach 
the world today and life tomorrow. 
must vision the needs youth 
twenty and twenty-one jittery world 
unstabilized employment.

“The apostolic program the Christian 
schools consists two phrases Conquer 
for Christ the mass the pupils Con- 
quer the best pupil for Christ” (L’Action 
Catholique Ecole Primaire). other 
words, the best pupils are work, under 
the direction their teacher, win 
around them class] Christ. 

The apostolic teacher does all can 
form his pupils Christ means his 
prayers, catechism, reflections, and zealous 
supervision. Yet handicapped doing 
all the good his apostolic heart desires, 
cannot continue the guardian 
angel his pupils once they pass the 
portals his class. has his limits. 
needs abetted others. Even the 
good wishes the class can, 
times, better accomplished through the 
medium the pupils themselves. 
the most good, necessary that 
cull elite from among his pupils. 
This elite collaborate with him the 
apostolate spiritually conquering the 
class for Christ. The pupils will glad 
cooperate with their teacher such 
noble cause. They are naturally enthu- 
siastic about helping others and doing 
good those around them. When put 
before them supernatural motives this en- 
thusiasm and determination 
Children readily understand the apostolic 
obligations imposed the sacraments 
Baptism and Confirmation. Baptism 
they become members the Mystical 
Body Christ. such they should aid 
their fellow members for the perfect func- 
tioning the whole body. “None can re- 
main inactive: each receives, each should 
give his turn” (Letter the Cardinal 
Lisbon). Confirmation they become 
soldiers Christ. soldiers Christ, 
the Leader, they are brave all fatigue 
and suffering restore all Christ. 


The Children’s Past 


Knowing the necessity and the meaning 
Catholic Action, the teacher faced 
the practical problem applying his 
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class. One the first problems con- 
fronted that making the children more 
socially minded. This necessary, since 
Catholic Action deals much with social 
life and employs means reaching 
souls. The teacher should all can 
form them true social spirit. The 
children become more altruistic when 
shown the advantages that accrue from 
the social life and the good they can 
true social beings. Then the next step 
would intensify the Christian at- 
mosphere the class. The children must 
made feel the import and the neces- 
sity the supernatural. This atmosphere, 
however, will never form convinced, ener- 
getic Christian, but will only facilitate the 
direct action Catholic Action. This di- 
rect action must carried out among the 
pupils the pupils themselves. That is, 
elite, choice group from among 
the pupils must work cooperation with 
their teacher for the Christianization 
the class and the student body. That the 
pupils may participate this Christlike 
apostolate, they must trained it. 
This formation considered one the 
most important elements Catholic Ac- 
tion. “It necessary above all,” said the 
Pope Catholic Action, “to form apos- 
tolic souls. thus that our Lord com- 
menced. prepare universal apostolate, 
has worked form each His Apos- 
tles and fill them with His spirit” (To 
the French Pilgrims Catholic Action).

The intellectual formation may base it- 
self the little catechism book which the 
pupils are studying. necessary that 
they get serious course Christian doc- 
trine. this may added detailed 
explanation the Mass and the part the 
children play it.

the case with many far-reaching 
generalizations, conditions were just right 
century ago for the presentation the 
Cell Theory.

The 
general form and structure many organ- 
isms had been accurately analyzed through 
the patient and meticulous efforts mor- 
phologists and anatomists. The embryol- 
ogists had laid bare some 
guing mysteries, while the microscopists 
the seventeenth century 
mechanical aids for delicate research and 
had been ardent vanguard the grow- 
ing school microscopic anatomists. These 
men had insistently exam- 
ined everything from bee’s viscera 
elephant’s hide and methodically 
recorded every detail that they studied. 

The physiologists measured varied activ- 
ity specialized tissue, and early the 
year 1727 Hales, physiologist, forestalled 
the modern statisticians with volume 
Vegetable Staticks. 


Schleiden and Schwann 


The time was truly right and the nine- 


teenth century produced the men, compli- 
mentary each other many respects, 
but eminently fitted nature and 
training, indoctrinate the Cell Theory. 
They were Schleiden and Schwann, friends, 
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with the red blood common Vaterland 
flowing through their veins, and the unify- 
ing characteristics the natural scientist 
welding absorbing interests into one pro- 
ductive lode. Each scientist, unselfish 
and persevering effort, had already attained 
partial truth, and collaboration resulted 
that brilliant generalization which makes 
both men renowned. 

Theodor Schwann, distinguished phys- 
the nineteenth century, was born 
gentle, pacific man who lived poverty and 
simplicity, devoting the major part his 
time research and science. 
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beloved and revered his contemporaries. 
had been the fourth family four- 
teen, finding himself free, spent much 
the remaining two years his life with 
his brothers and sisters. suffered 
stroke from which died the home 
one them, near Cologne, December, 
1882. 
Schwann’s scholastic contributions are 
important and varied. His masterpiece, 
course, the treatise the cellular theory 
published 1839. The German title 
translated Microscopic Investigations 
into the Accordance the Structure and 
Growth Animals and Plants. had pre-

Schwann’s father was artist mechanic 
and, even boy, Theodor liked machin- 
ery. not surprising, therefore, find 
him, young man, the University 
Berlin, manipulating 
scalpels under Johannes Miiller, the re- 
nowned head the department anatomy 
and physiology.

_In the nineteenth century rationalism was 
popular among scientific men, but the gentle, 
philosophic Schwann was sincere Cath- 
olic. had had his early training under 
the Jesuits Cologne and was always true 
his childhood heritage. When the chair 
anatomy the Catholic University 
Louvain was vacant 1838, Professor 
Schwann was selected the most desir- 
able candidate for the position. accepted 
and held the chair with honor for ten years, 
when was called the University 
Liege Belgium. Schwann remained 
Liege for more than thirty years teaching 
physiology and comparative anatomy and 
directing the work companions and 
special students. His teaching, like his re- 
search, was clear, concise, and orderly, and 
exercised benign influence his asso- 
although his great original contribu- 
tions graced earlier period his career. 
Schwann retired the age seventy, 
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born Hamburg, Germany, 1804, and 
was educated for the courts. 

Whether was his early training 
barrister the inheritance block 
argumentative genes, found much 
reform and much condemn the scien- 
tific field that eventually chose his 
own. This courageous, determined, omnivo- 
rous student botany and science was 
thoroughly antagonized the nearly ex- 
clusive monopoly the botanical field 
the Linnean school systematics. re- 
solved enlighten uniformed student 
body and open for the world large 
the various phases botanical life. 

succeeded admirably his purpose, 
for his voluminous writings, his inductive 
method, and his self-assurance resulted 
general broadening botanical studies. 
Departments plant morphology, plant 
chemistry, plant cytology, well the 
already popular department plant tax- 
onomy, eventually found place European 
universities. 

Schleiden practiced law 
city until was twenty-seven years old. 
then abandoned the courts for the 
laboratory order continue his study 
medicine and natural science. this

viously discovered the nucleus muscle 
tissue, and the arrangement tissues 
nerves, leaving his own name charac- 
teristic wrapping nerve fibers, the 
“sheath Schwann.” understood the 
importance gall digestive processes;

structure nails and feathers, and ana- 
lyzed the physiological activity yeast 
cells. 

Schwann had been pursuing some re- 
search the gross and historical nature 
notochordal structures the University 
Berlin, when chanced dine with 
friend, Mathias Schleiden. was during 
this dinner that the celebrated collaboration 
which brought forth the Cell Theory 
commenced.

latter field his positive and fiery tempera- 
ment found sufficient outlet for his energy 
and his talents. less than ten years 
had made name for himself. won his 
doctorate, merited appointment the 
University Jena assistant professor 
botany, published original and excellent 
research the origin cells, and gathered 
much the data that later appeared his 
Principles Botany. This book was pub- 
lished Jena 1842 when Schleiden was 
thirty-nine years age. 

remained Jena for twenty-three 
years, leader thought and blazer 
pathways. When was fifty-nine went 
the University Dorpat Russia for 
short time, then returned his own coun- 
try and continued his study and his teach- 
ing Dresden until his death 1881. 

There doubt that his Principles 
Botany and his dynamic teaching “placed 
botany the footing natural science 
and made turning point the progress 
botany,” but Schleiden not remembered 
for his book nor the “reformer scien- 
tific botany.” Rather remembered for 
the small part that played the forma- 
tion the Cell Theory Schleiden and 
Schwann.

Their joint work commenced the year 
1837 when Schwann was young assistant 
anatomy the University Berlin, and 
Schleiden, mature medic, was about 
receive his M.D. Professor and medic were 
friends with many interests common.

Schleiden and Schwann had both 
published short papers cells 1838 
but the renowned account the Cell 
Theory appeared 1839 after Schwann 
had accepted his professorship the Uni- 
versity Louvain. this celebrated 
classic Mikroscopische Untersuchungen 
tiber die Uebereinstimmung der Structur 
dem Wachsthum der Thiere und 
Pflanzen, Schwann uses the term “Cell 
Theory” and says that unit structures, 
namely, cells, are the “general principle” 
necessary for the formation all 
productions. clearly states that “there 
one universal principle development for 
the elementary parts organisms, however 
different, and that this principle 
formation cells.” 

the records his research and ob- 
servations, which fill more than half the 
treatise, compares elementary parts 
plants and animals. His observations, to- 
gether with the four plates drawings, 
fully justify the philosophical conclusions 
the latter part his treatise, making his 
work one the high lights science. 


The Facts Remain 


There were some errors, course, 
Schwann’s observations, and Schleiden had 
drawn several erroneous conclusions re- 
gards the nature the cell wall and the 
origin the daughter cells, but the sweep- 
ing generalizations these nineteenth-cen- 
tury biologists were correct. All plants and 
animals are composed minute unit struc- 
tures which are called cells and these cells 
are the “physical basis Hence the 
Cell Theory fact, biological truth. 

Peculiar cells occur 
times, specializations that apparently belie 
the truth the theory, but continued re- 
search has made these seeming exceptions 
intelligible. certain forms plant life, 
for example, plasmodia, masses freely 
moving protoplasm creep gently along 
the damp, coo! woods, with hundreds free 
nuclei circling about the slimy colloid. 
There are cell walls, typical cells. 
Again the animal kingdom, the common 
striated muscle fibers which enable the 
larks wing their way the clouds and 
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CONQUEST

Later and Future Developments 


However, ths end not yet, for, “The 
origin cellular and protoplasmic organ- 
ization vast problem upon which 
science has scarcely made 
continued Doctor Conklin. Sufficient data 
the cell hand justify sympo- 
sium but vast unmapped fields research 
still stretch out before the geneticist, the 
physicist, the collodial chemist, and the 
technologist; research which will undoubt- 
edly beget deeper understanding cel- 
lular dynamics and life. 

generalized cell minute spherical 
mass protoplasm containing nucleus. 
Cells vary size and shape but they are 
usually small that they have mag- 
nified hundreds times before they can 
seen with the unaided eye. human white 
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blood cell, for example, about one two- 
thousandth inch diameter. One 
hundred and twenty-five them could 
lined the head common pin. 
Skin composed billions pavemert- 
like cells, piled one upon the other. Thin 
skin twenty thirty layers deep but 
callouses may several thousand layers 
thick, with the upper layers completely 
cornified.

The cells that constitute organism 
come from fertilized egg cell. divides 
repeatedly, specialization occurring the 
daughter cells time goes on. These as- 
sume characteristic size, form, and function 
during embryonic growth, and short 
time the cells can classified one 
four groups. They are nerve cells, muscle 
cells, epithelial cells connective-tissue 
cells. Thousands these cells aggregate 
form tissue and the tissues are built 
into the organs and systems the organ- 
ism. Hence organism aggregation 
organized cells, cellular communism. 

Protoplasm, the living collodial substance 
found inside the cell wall, dynamic sub- 
stratum which constantly itself 
from the food material carried the 
blood stream the organism. the an- 
imated vehicle which renders possible mo- 
tion, growth, and reproduction 
and animals. 

Man himself, brain and brawn, made 
cells. well, therefore, remember 
the scientists, Schleiden and Schwann, to- 
gether with their associates and predeces- 
sors, for one hundred years 
promulgated the celebrated Cell Theory. 
unstinting efforts, shrewd analyses, and 
brilliant deductions, they bequeathed 
posterity heritage scientific truth that 
militates for fuller, happier, more peaceful 
living.

was not the action nor the words that 
keenly hurt the man; was rather the 
source from which came. possible 
that any Sister interested primary books, 
she supervisor, principal, teacher, 
ignorant the importance the findings 
educational research relative the ne- 
cessity prereading program? No, 
cannot be! Let hope was high-school 
teacher, even college professor, work- 
ing field quite extraneous primary 
education and hence not conversant with 
the progress that has been made recent 
years that particular field. 

However, the remark was made 
primary teacher teacher any 
other the elementary grades, merely 
indication that some are dire 
need program re-education: pro- 
that will make everyone concerned 
aware the fact that not all children are 
ready learn read when they enter the 
classroom September, for not all are 
mature enough for “book the 
age six; that not all children are equally 
prepared with wholesome experiences which 
should have provided them with adequate 
meaningful concepts for the symbols which 
they are expected interpret; and not all 
are ready for thought getting from printed 
forms. 

this end, would most any 
amount good study the program 
constructive and interesting activities that 
prepare the child for later reading activ- 
ities, all which are desirable during the 
prereading period order lessen the 
danger forming undesirable attitudes 
and habits, both which have been re- 
sponsible for much the 
tardation reading higher levels. The 
purpose most prereading programs 
the market today provide materials 
that will enable the child participate 
purposeful learning activities which help 
prepare him for reading. The ideational 
content usually related two main- 
interest centers, work and play home 
and excursions, helping tie the 
child’s previous experiences with his new

There such thing wholesome 
lesson picture reading which provides 
visual and auditory recognition con- 
cepts. There such thing drawing out 
timid individuals express themselves 
freely about pictures and 
them well others acquire mean- 
ingful vocabulary before they are required 
associate meaningless configurations 
with concepts which they not possess. 
There such thing making children 
conscious the fact that pictures books 
convey stories, fact which gradually leads 
them from pictures only, pictures 
with print, and finally print without 
pictures. There such thing language 
and ideational development, visual, audi- 
tory, and kinesthetic preparedness for read- 
ing. There such thing training 
work techniques and motor co-ordination, 
well orientation values. There 
such thing ability distinguish sim- 
ilarities and dissimilarities pictures, toys, 
objects, and designs; this turn facilitates 
the finer discriminations words, letters, 
etc. 

There also such thing getting the 
children accustomed the left-to-right eye 
movements. not natural for any child, 
though some take for granted, 
move his eyes along the printed word from 
left right. Where should have ac- 
quired it? How did look the first toy 
that was presented him? did 
either from center out, from top bot- 
tom, from bottom top, from right 
left, vice versa, depending upon the 
attraction certain colors movements 
the toy concerned. And that just the 
way looks anything, even such mean- 
ingless things letters, words, sentences, 
and stories unless has been definitely 
trained through repeated 
either his mother’s knee when she read 
him bedtime stories and slowly moved her 
hand from left right under the words 
that told the interesting details or, that 
experience had been neglected, school 
when the properly trained, healthily pro- 
gressive, primary teacher makes good use 
the prereadiness program for reading. 
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true, that much the teacher’s 
strenuous work could have been eliminated 
these habits had been acquired home;

The day long past when all first-grade

And 
the prereading program the teacher’s 
only help. This will prevent her from tak- 
ing too many things for granted and from 
becoming too easily discouraged. will 
enable her understand just why Susie 
and Billy cannot concentrate 
work and why Dicky and Dolly are 
mischievous. 

While retardation may due 
part poor methods and inadequate 
materials reading instruction, un- 
doubtedly due the fact that many chil- 
dren are introduced reading before they 
are ready for systematic instruction this 
field. Children entering the first grade 
differ widely variety factors 
mental, physiological, emotional, 
periental which are mcre less closely 
related later success reading. The 
reading-readiness program, therefore, aims 
measure and appraise these factors for 
each entering child and provide such 
activities, experiences, and remedial treat- 
ment may necessary prepare the 
child for the task learning read.

That school authorities assume responsibility for junior place- 
ment communities where adequate service exists, provided 
the necessary resources can made available. 

That the material wants indigent school children supplied 
agencies other than the public schools. 

That school authorities stimulate community action leading 
the establishment appropriate agencies for removing social, 
economic, physical handicaps that affect the education 
children. 

That school authorities seek actively co-ordinate educational 
services with social services rendered other public and private 
agencies.

Any writer, treating 
the beginning Church professedly, there- 
fore, will not fail present him his readers 
that eminent and singular position. But even 
when the Prince the Apostles only occa- 
sionally referred some other publication, 
able writer will know how point him 
person the greatest consequence the 
development the Church. That this evident 
principle not always carried out works 
Catholics intend show taking one 
such work and pointing out detail the 
mistakes made this regard the author. 
have chosen the Shorter History England 
Hilaire Belloc. 

The author’s plan, back this history 
England, the earlier times the Roman 
Empire, and narrate among the first events 
the imperial period also the beginning and 
early growth the Christian Church, 
indeed excellent. But cannot approve 
his method. 

page find paragraph headed, 
“The Founding the Catholic Church.” 
contains correct and well-chosen points. 
might overlook the error that the bishops 
appointed the Apostles were turn 
appoint their successors. But the whole para- 
graph thoroughly vitiated. While other 
cers the Church are mentioned, the central 
and fundamental office St. Peter 
way indicated. Even his very name omitted. 
Wor there any hint that such position 
that the Prince the Apostles had been 
provided for the Divine Founder the 
Church. This whole brief section, such 
is, might have been written Anglican. 
The Church here described headless 
Church, Church without Peter, which 
absurdity. 

The author’s narrative goes without 
reference St. Peter the existence the 
office entrusted him. many years after 
his death that find him remembered and 
then only very briefly. “The chief bishop was 
Rome, where the first bishop had been St. 
Peter, the chief the Apostles” (page 30). 
For the next thirty pages again hear 
nothing St. Peter. pages and 
meet the following passage which needs 
some comment: 

“Among the bishops the Bishop Rome 
had always been regarded having primacy. 
This was founded 
which was course spread everywhere 
speech and general communication; but 
also appeared certain sentences the 
fragmentary original records. this tradi- 
tion the Apostle Peter (who ended his career 
martyr Rome under Nero) was held 
the chief the Apostles.” 

may ask first, how that St. Peter, 
who was the backbone the rising Church 
Christ, not introduced right the be- 
ginning? Why named stealthily and 
almost whisper years after his death? 
Why he, whom the whole edifice the 
Church rested from the beginning, brought 
sort afterthought? Why should Cath- 
olic writer not imitate the Acts the Apos- 
tles its way introducing the Prince 
the Apostles into publicity? This work 


Hilaire Belloc not professedly history 
the Church, but could have placed St. 
Peter before the readers his true historic 
dignity and pre-eminence with fewer words 
than those actually uses give expression 
his own aspect the matter.

(about 107) and Irenaeus (about A.D. 
190), which though fraught with the most 
weighty contents are extent only certain 
sentences. But the Letter Pope St. Clement 
the Corinthians (about 96), which 
reproaches the Christians Corinth 
severely for the dissensions among them and 
for the lack submission their clergy 
that letter indeed more than “certain 
sentences fragmentary record.” Besides 
there the vigorous action Pope St. Victor 
189-193) anent the date Easter, 
which are pretty well informed, though 
not possess the texts the documents 
exchanged this occasion between the Pope 
himself and the bishops provincial 
councils Asia Minor. 

referring the documents just named 
have already entered, with Hilaire Belloc, 
upon the history the successors St. Peter, 
that is, the papacy. Our passage quoted above 
culled from paragraph headed, “The 
Church and Papacy Western Europe 
(596).” This indicates that the author has 
view not only the period covered the 
names the few great writers mentioned 
above, ending with Pope St. Victor 189- 
193) but also the following times extending 
four centuries more. From all these centuries 
have according him only “certain sen- 
tences the fragmentary original records.” 
Well, three these centuries were after the 
Decree Milan 313) which complete 
liberty was granted the Church. From these 
centuries possess not only fragmentary 
records, but volume after volume filled with 
testimonies the pre-eminence the Bishops 
Rome, testimonies contained documents 
either addressed the Popes, emanating 
from them written about them. the 
time the great Fathers the Church. 
dispose them “certain sentences the 
fragmentary original records” amounts 
denial the existence momentous historical 
sources and consequent misrepresentation 
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important phase ecclesiastical history. 

The author calls attention the fact thet, 
while the East had several Patriarchs, the 
West, western Europe, had but one, the 
Bishop Rome. But neglects point out 
that this patriarchal power was not the Papil, 
the universal power the Head tie 
Church, and that its possession only 
render the exercise the Papal prerogatives 
freer preventing the complications which 
might have arisen had there been second 
Patriarch with the usual patriarchal privileges 
the West. For the ordinary reader 
very confusing that this difference not made 
clear, because may get the wrong im- 
pression that the Pope, after all, not more 
than any one the several Patriarchs 
the original Church. 

“The Easterners, too,” continues the author, 
“often had recourse him [the Bishop 
Rome], and their Councils treated him the 
chief their order.” True, course, but 
only far the words go. What wish 
see clearly stated is, whether not the 
Easterners had recourse him freely 
chosen arbiter whose verdicts they were 
liberty disregard, supreme judge 
whose decisions were binding them 
conscience. And did the attitude 
Councils proceed from conviction that 
his collaboration and leadership were necessary 
for the validity their actions, did they 
grant him merely primacy honor? Above 
all how did the Roman Bishop 
these affairs? Was with the eyes 
freely invited adviser with those real 
superior and judge who was conscious his 
own right and the duties toward him 
those with whom was dealing? know 
from Catholic doctrine what the answer must 
be. But our author leaves the answer 
ostensibly doubtful, almost himself 
were not any too sure the Catholic posi- 
tion. And this apparent neutrality liable 
have deteriorating influence upon the mind 
reader who not well versed ecclesias- 
tical history. 

Protestant writers rule, when speaking 
the beginnings the Church, omit every 
mentioning St. Peter, and they bring him 
‘three centuries later, when they begin 
take notice the Papacy. The testimony 
the Gospels, the Acts, and the whole New 
Testament they not recognize 
cally valid. The Bishops Rome, the Popes, 
they assume, gradually rose their position 
from ordinary bishops who were more 
than others conglomeration political, 
economic, and other circumstances. 

not mean say that Hilaire Belloc 
entirely follows the example the non-Cath- 
olics, but does great extent. For 
him, too, the Pentecostal Church 
Pope. For him, too, the Gospels, Acts, and 
the whole New Testament not exist. The

which fill the books several centuries 
brushes aside calling them “certain 
sentences the fragmentary original records.” 
This indeed not the way introducing into

Vitalizing Books 
Seventh-Grade Library

trained librarian not available, 
school need without library. 
lack funds legitimate excuse for not hav- 
ing one. The pupils themselves, under intelli- 
gent direction, will astonishingly good 
piece work administering library; and 
possible begin with few books. 
much more stimulating and far more educa- 
tional build library gradually than 
walk into one with adequate collection. 
great deal enthusiasm and newly deco- 
rated roem with bare shelves was the nucleus 
the St. Thomas Elementary School Library. 

September, 1937, when the new school 
library was given the seventh grade its 
special enterprise for the ensuing school year, 
both pupils and teacher were appalled the 
the task. But since the whole

revised system education our school was 
achievement, went about the work with 
much interest and eagerness despite our utter 
lack professional training. Apart from the 
general objective having the seventh-grade 
children cooperate giving definite service 
the entire school, these broad objectives 
were defined: 

accession, classify, and catalog the 
books the new library. 

become familiar with many 
and books through constant association with 
them. 

appreciate the value the public 
library and the services trained librarians 
community. 

love good books and regard them 
meaningful life. 
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When school opened, had our dis- 
posal one new set good school encyclo- 
pedia, ancient and very dilapidated set 
general encyclopedia, set Maud and 
Miska Petersham’s Story Books Things, 
and number readers and miscellaneous 
textbooks donated various publishers. 
addition, were given fifty dollars buy 
new books. 

course, the children were eager spend 
the money, and during the opening weeks 
school employed considerable time dis- 
cussing the relative merits books and au- 
thors and setting standards which 
book may judged. Many class periods and 
considerable thought were given making 
book list for each grade. The class consulted 
the Children’s Catalog and pored over adver- 
tising material from outstanding 
Committees were delegated interview each 
grade concerning its choice books. was 
decided concentrate fiction and get 
the newer books first, because, the children 
reasoned, the classics could borrowed from 
the local branch library, and because more 
school interest would probably aroused 
the library the children could have access 
the very newest and most attractive 
juvenile literature. 

The children’s librarian from the local pub- 
lic branch library had become interested 
our enterprise and the seventh-grade pupils 
consulted her before making final choice 
books. committee six children was ap- 
pointed the class and together went 
down the “Loop” and visited stores 
look at, select, and make immediate 
purchase books. The children opened 
account for the library two shops and

learned from experience the meaning dis- 
count, retail, and net prices. 

rubber stamp for the library had been 
ordered and during the next few weeks all 
the books were stamped and accessioned. One 
girl, selected for her good legible handwriting, 
accessioned all the books and continued 
throughout the year. All the children practiced 
making library figures, and those most suc- 
cessful wrote the accession numbers the 
books and the book pockets. The local 
librarian had given the children instructions 
the use and meaning the “Dewey Deci- 
mal System.” The class also consulted the 
simplified classification section the 
dren’s Catalog and little textbook called 
The Library published the School Neces- 
sities Company. The date purchase, source, 
price, and classification numbers were written 
each book while other children printed 
classification numbers the book pockets. 
Two boys typed the author and title cards 
home. Several other children, who had type- 
writers, made individual library cards for all 
the children the school from the second 
through the eighth grade. Later, each class- 
room was presented with portable type- 
writer which made possible this typ- 
ing school. 

The children found most their library 
tasks comparatively easy, but they concluded 
that writing the classification numbers the 
backs the books was the most difficult and 
least satisfactory part the work. had 
wanted all the books marked white ink, 
but because the light binding was neces- 
sary use black India ink some them. 
Several boys took charge the task, one boy 
measuring exactly two inches from the bottom, 
another wiping off the sizing with alcohol, one 
doing the lettering, and fourth boy finally 
putting coat shellac the part the 
book marked. 

The shelves the library had been labeled

with printed captions and shelf list was 
made. The books were arranged last 
their proper order and the end February 
they were ready for circulation. Because 
the limited number, was decided that books 
might taken home only over the week ends 
and returned promptly Monday morning be- 
fore nine o’clock. complete set rules was 
drawn and typed copy was sent each 
classroom. Thereafter, the grades took turns 
every week end, each child checking out one 


book. 
The Book-Week Project 

Aside from the actual preparation the 
books for circulation and the carrying 
the duties charging books and out, many 
other activities grew out this library enter- 
prise. Probably the most interesting was the 
“Book Week” program for 1937. Early 
the fall, the children began writing letters 
various notable authors and illustrators 
juvenile literature. their correspondence 
they told about the new library, the books 
they enjoyed reading, and their reasons for 
liking them. Return letters began coming in, 
and greatly disappointed was the child who 
had not heard from the author whom 
had written. The letters often contained re- 
quested photograph snapshot. Letters and 
pictures were carefully saved and when “Book 
Week” arrived the library was the focal point 
interest for the entire school. The newly 
purchased books and those which the pastor 
had brought back from England were attrac- 
tively displayed; book jackets decorated the 
library bulletin board well the hall 
bulletin boards all three floors. The letters 
and pictures the authors were placed 
best advantage. Mrs. Carol Ryrie Brink, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Foreman Lewis, 
Dorothy Aldis, Rose Fyleman, Booth Tarking- 
ton, Helen Sewell, and others 
sented.

Other “Book Week” activities included vot- 
ing for favorite books and the holding 
story hours for the kindergarten, first grade, 
and second grade. ballot box was placed 
the library and every child was urged name 
his favorite book. the end the week the 
votes were counted and the results posted 
the bulletin boards. Pinocchio, 
Pooh, Tom Sawyer, Caddie Woodlawn, and 
Penrod ranked highest. The story hours were 
held the library and were conducted the 
boys and girls selected for their ability in- 
terest young audience. Preparing for these 
stories had been the oral English the sev- 
enth grade for several weeks previous 
“Book Week.” One boy brought his marionette 
dramatize the story told. conclude 
the week, the children’s librarian from the 
branch library had been invited give story 
hours all the classrooms. this time 
the seventh-grade pupils had finished frieze 
storybook characters and hung the 
library above the bookshelves. was done 
bright vivid chalks and the gay figures 
Robin Hood, Ali Baba, Mother Goose, Cin- 
derella, and others made cheerful splashes 
color against the cool green wall. 


The Book Sale 


The children then planned and out 
book sale the school library. The purpose 
was acquaint the parents with the right 
type books for children and raise funds 
for more new books. Many new books, well 
number the classics, were sent out 
book company with the understanding that 
all the books not sold could returned. Until 
Christmas week they were displayed the 
school library. The selling was done the 
children. The December meeting 
“Parents Club” was held under the auspices 
the seventh grade. Letters announcing the 
book sale and talk about children’s litera- 
ture the local librarian, were sent out 
the class the parents. The night the 
meeting found representative gathering and 
the seventh graders were proud the 
sponsors. They were also given this oppor- 
tunity show what they had accomplished 
creative dramatics. After the program, the 
parents looked the books and 
chases. Though the total profit the sales 
did not exceed ten dollars, everyone felt the 
venture had been successful because the 
real interest the parents evidenced good 
juvenile literature. Checking after Christ- 
mas, was found that with but few excep- 
tions, all the books received the children 
Christmas gifts were real value. 

Toward the end the school year, another 
chance vote for favorite books was given 
the children. Tom Sawyer still held 
favorite place six the upper classrooms. 
The Good Master, Misfortune, 
Treasure Island, Heidi, Baby Island, Listen- 
ing, Hans Brinker, Robin Hood, King Arthur, 
and Snow White were among those preferred 
majority the children. The seventh- 
grade boys and girls felt that their drive 
against serial books during Week” had 
yielded big returns because this type book 
was mentioned less than per cent 
the book lists. (Each had been re- 
quested write the names five books 
had read and liked during the previous year.) 


The Results 


When June came, the amateur librarians 
noted with some pride and satisfaction that 
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the shelves the library were 
empty. The Club” had donated 
fifty dollars, the pastor had given fifty more, 
the school fund had contributed fifty dollars, 
and there had been smaller individual gifts 
books and money also. The library boasted 
five hundred and fifty books, including sev- 
eral sets children’s encyclopedias (one 
gift from parishioner), good selection 
fiction and easy books for the younger chil- 
dren, and some fine general reference volumes. 

other way than actually doing the 
work their own library could these chil- 
dren have acquired the understanding and 
knowledge good books and authors which 
they possessed the end the school year. 
When they maintained that Caddie Woodlawn 
fine book but that will probably not 
reach the fame Treasure Little 
Women; when blows were almost struck 
decide the superior literary merit Penrod 
over Tom Sawyer; and when the characters 
The Good Master and Winnie the Pooh 
became part their ordinary conversation, 
was apparent that these boys and girls had 
traveled long way from The Bobbsey Twins 
and the Horatio Alger type books. Not 
only had authors and titles become significant 
them, but likewise, the names illustrators 
and book companies. One the girls, who 
had previously bought The Good Master, 
procured her own copy Mademoiselle Mis- 
fortune chiefly because was written the 
author Caddie Woodlawn with pictures 
the author and illustrator The Good Master. 


Cooperation with Public Library 


Nor the fact that every boy and girl 
learned appreciate the value his local 
library ignored. Throughout the year 
there was continual contact between the chil- 
dren’s librarian the local branch library and 
our school, and would impossible 
stress too highly the fine spirit sympathetic 
cooperation and good will always extended 
the children. wholly impossible for 
elementary-school library meet adequately 
all the demands children modern school 
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where reading wide and embracing many 
fields interest. well that should 
for otherwise grade-school children would 
unaware the value the public library. 

One the seventh-grade boys gave his 
when wrote: author was some- 
one who went around writing books all day, 
then selling them make money. But this 
year have come know them real people 
who live do. Now that I’ve worked 
the library school, I’ve become interested 
what, me, was just public 
The branch library’s purpose has come 
view; has become the source ever- 
lasting want something good read.” 

The inspiration good books carried over 
into all branches schoolwork, but partic- 
ularly into the field creative writing. Some 
the girls and boys with ability write and 
draw exceptionally well have concluded 
just legitimate desire become 
writer harbor other aspirations. 

When another seventh grade took charge 
the library the next September, they as- 
sumed their responsibility with the same en- 
thusiasm and gladness their predecessors. 
They began immediate work the card 
catalog. Since was decided 
Library Congress cards, was necessary 
for the children consult the Catalog. 
This entailed much careful typing informa- 
tion individual slips paper facilitate 
the work the children using the catalog. 
The slips were finally completed and sent off 
the Library Congress. Wilson catalog 
cards are being used for the newer books. The 
local librarian will guide the children the 
filing the cards when they are ready. 

That our library enterprise has been vital 
experience the boys and girls who initiated 
and will continue their successors, 
can, perhaps, best verified what 
mother related her last conference with

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“Geog Along”: 
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Geography Project

From the beginning the school year, the 
daily class period geography resolved itself 
into various interesting activities. One these 
was the reading over, and discussion the 
text story concerning the country which 
were traveling. 

Another activity was the giving reports 
class outside informational reading from 
our supplementary geographies, and various 
interesting books.

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the first these articles suggestions were 
given for several uses finger painting. 
easy art medium and effective stimulus 
the creative urge. this article various 
artistic uses linoleum are proposed. 
though work with linoleum more difficult 
than finger painting, the results are pleas- 
ing and satisfying. 

Linoleum neither one the oldest nor 
one the newest materials. Introduced into 
England 1860, served floor covering. 
This floor cloth consists mixture 
oxidized linseed oil and ground cork spread 
uniform layer upon canvas burlap and 
pressed under heavy roller. Linoleum semi- 
soft and can easily incised, cut away, 
carved, drilled, inlaid, overlaid, and painted. 
When purchased unmounted and large 
quantities inexpensive; even the smallest 
scraps can utilized. fact, the use 
linoleum craft material ideal because 
its unlimited number possibilities. The 
utilitarian value linoleum has long been 
recognized, but few people think 
material that can transformed into some 
pleasing and serviceable art object. Under the 
touch creative hands this material becomes 
thing beauty. 

intelligent use good tools means 
toward efficient workmanship. For linoleum 
work the following outlay tools may 
considered essential. 


Tools for Linoleum Work 


Knife: cut around the pattern after 
has been traced the linoleum. Carving tools: 
Small U-shaped veiner, V-shaped veiner, Cres- 
cent-shaped gouge, large U-shaped gouge. 
Sharpening stone. Ink: Block-printing ink, oil 
water soluble, any good oil paint. 
clamps: hold the block place while the 
carving being done. Brayer roller: 
transfer the ink the block for printing. 
Slab glass: which mix and spread 
the ink. Press: wash wringer with rubber 
rollers, common vise. this equipment 
not available possible get results 
stepping the block pressing down heavily 
the block with one’s hands. Padding: 
important have several layers paper 
padding under the material 
use block printing: Trutone, tex- 
tone, tissue, construction, fibertone, toweling 
smooth and rough texture, napkins, sta- 
tionery, bond, bogus, manila, and rice are 
good papers use for printing greeting cards, 
illustrations, prints for framing, letterheads, 
programs, book-plates, and book- 
markers. Bristol boards various weights 
and colors are good for name cards, place 
cards, and calendars. Wrapping papers are 
good for book covers. Textiles use block 
printing: Muslin, calico, gingham, cambric, 
sateen, and linen may used for curtains, 
dresser scarfs, table doilies, napkins, aprons, 
and handkerchiefs. Burlap, 
monk’s cloth, and broadcloth are good for 
drapes. There are many other beautiful and 
inexpensive materials the market. 


Procedure Making Linoleum Block 

Cut piece linoleum corresponding 
size with the design. Cover the entire surface 
with light-colored crayon. Place the design

over the colored surface and trace the 
linoleum with well-sharpened pencil. Remove 
the tracing and cut along the edge outline 
with sharp knife. Avoid undercuts. Take the 
veiner and outline the linoleum next 
the knife cut, letting the design picture 
stand out. Use large U-shaped tool gouge 
away all the linoleum outside the picture. Cut 
the background deep enough escape con- 
tact with the brayer. Wash off the remaining 
crayon with hot water. After the design has 
been inked, the block will ready for 
printing. 

Good technique and excellent craftsmanship 
will not substitute for poor design. The design 
must carefully planned. There must 
effective balance black and white.

Incised Table Mat 


square, tempera paint, clear lacquer, shellac, 
varnish. 

Procedure: Draw appropriate design 
picture cover the surface the linoleum.

Use the small U-shaped veiner and 
gouge out lines around the picture design 
separate one part from the other. Give the 
entire surface coat lacquer, shellac, 
varnish make waterproof. 


Linoleum Plaques 


Materials: Linoleum, colored lacquer. 

Procedure: Cover with white chalk the back 
the picture transferred the lino- 
leum. Trace the picture the linoleum with 
sharp pencil. Use the small U-shaped veiner 
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and follow all the white chalk lines, leaving 
incised line. Paint these lines with lacquer. 
Remove with lacquer thinner all the paint 
that has run out the incised lines. Fasten 
picture hanger the back, and the picture 
complete. 


Linoleum Buttons 


Materials: Scraps linoleum. 

Procedure: Cut the linoleum according 
the desired size. Bevel the edges. Drill holes 
through which draw the thread, yarn, 
leather lacing, strips oilcloth that hold 
the buttons place. Vary the shapes, edges, 
and surfaces incising lines, gouging out 
parts, forming scalloped edges, and applying 
paint. Buckles and pendants may made 
the same manner. 


Linoleum Pins 


Material: Linoleum, small safety pins, seal- 
ing wax. 

Procedure: Cut out the linoleum, sim- 
ple design, bird, animal, figure. Add 
decorations the shape dots, lines, 
paint the entire design solid color with 
lacquer enamel. Gouge out groove the 
back the linoleum. Drop enough melted 
sealing wax into the groove hold the pin 
securely. 


Linoleum Belt 

Materials: Ten 2-inch square pieces lino- 
leum, yarn leather lacing, lacquer 
enamel. 

Procedure: Paint the pieces linoleum with 
lacquer enamel desired color. Draw 
each block, design, flower, figure, 
bird, animal, some simple scene. Repeat 
the same design each block, use 
variety designs one belt. Use small 
U-shaped veiner and incise these designs 
through the lacquer, cutting into the linoleum. 


Linoleum Table Tops 


Materials: Linoleum the size table top 
covered, colored lacquer. 

Procedure: Cut piece linoleum the size 
the table top. Design motif for the center, 
covering about two thirds the entire sur- 
face. Follow the instructions found under 
“Plaques” for the remainder the procedure. 
The design may carried out described 
under “Incised Table Mats.” 


Inlaid Table Tops 
Plan design colored cut paper match 
the colors the linoleum. Cut the parts 
the design out the paper that they can 
set together “jigsaw” puzzle. Draw 
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around the pieces paper the design pattern 
the linoleum. Cut the linoleum with knife 
razor blade. Set the pieces together and 
glue wood base. Use Quad glue Arm- 
strong’s linoleum paste. 


Inlaid Linoleum Trays 

Materials: Linoleum various colors and 
sizes, Quad glue. 

Procedure: Plan the design and follow the 
instructions given “Inlaid Table 
Set the pieces together and glue them 
bread board cake board for tray. 
Attach handles purchased from ten-cent store 
make handle from heavy rope. Nail 34-in. 
rope around the edge the tray prevent 
the dishes from sliding off. Instead bread 
cake board use composition board 
masonite the base which glue the 


Inlaid Book Ends 


Materials: Wood, linoleum various colors, 
Quad glue. 
Procedure: Construct the book ends wood 
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metal the bottom the book ends for 
support. Follow the instructions given under 
“Table Tops” for the inlaid work. Use 
decorative brads and tack narrow strip 
metal along the edges finishing, paint 
the edges with lacquer enamel any 
desirable color. 


Other Possibilities 


Drilling: Use hand drill perforate the 
linoleum. Interesting decorative effects can 
attained drilling only part way through the 
linoleum. 

Overlaying: Use the small U-shaped 
shaped veiners and gouge out line, taking 
care not break the thin strip 
Glue this strip face down linoleum an- 
other color. This creates interesting textures 
which may used for many purposes. 

Combining with other materials: Linoleum 
may successfully combined with other ma- 
terials such wood, cork, metal, leather. 
After some experimenting with this material 
the student will find other possibilities.

Possibly this because many have tried 
make reading science pure and simple. 
many cases stalwart barrier has been 
the result set the part the student 
opposition against ali reading, from text- 
books novels. this knotty problem 
whose effects are fundamental and detrimental 
the religious, intellectual, 
development the man, offer these obser- 
vations and suggestions. They claim basis 
long experience, known name educa- 
excellence method and technique. They 
are, however, the fruit experience. 


Teachers’ Mistakes 


Many teachers English high school 
fall into one two errors. There are those 
who desire uniformity only, the exclusion 
any optional variety their book-review 
assignments. This class teachers aims 
discover what books are listed the index 
the school library, the graded reading 
lists for literature. Having found several titles 
which meet with their approval, they proceed 
foist these, unconditionally, group 
100 students. This procedure has 
two dire consequences. First there mad 
scramble the library for the assigned books. 
contestants five ten emerge victorious. 
The less fortunate majority settle back the 
benches play waiting game; either wait- 
ing copy the review made one the 
five elect, worse, become victims 
fatalistic indifference which embraces not only 
those books selected the teacher, but all 
books because they seem such uncertain, 
elusive things. 

The second consequence worse than the 
first, for reading, elsewhere, the old 
adage holds true: “What one man’s meat 
another man’s poison.” And what are four 
five books among many? Possibly none 
the titles listed will suit some student’s 
taste, arouse his interest, satisfy his labor. 
perhaps his reading experience might (as 
one frequently finds today) woefully 
immature. force such student read 
Dickens Thackeray, simply because they 
are theoretically estimated proper for one 
another the four years high school, 
almost sure way kill, him, all further 
desire read anything that even looks like 
book, say nothing classic. 

The second class teachers comprises those 
who believe the opposite extreme the 
question selection. They place little 
restriction, offer even some the “best 
books whose complex construction, 
questionable philosophy, and realistic exposi- 
tion characters and situations keep abreast 
with their racey style. not mean 
condemn all current publications. But 
more high-school students (as has been 
done) title such Gone with the Wind and 
Good Earth, when many, not most, them 
have never read Robinson Crusoe Robin 
Hood say nothing Kidnapped, 
and David Copperfield, leave them poor 
and malformed their literary development. 


The Why Reviews 
is, quite naturally, more gratifying 
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Interesting Students Books

teacher concentrate his efforts those 
who enjoy reading. But more vitally 
necessary, teacher would realize the 
sculptural power that his, that should 
seek out those who have sincere though 
possibly irrational aversion reading and 
book reviews. The teacher should strive 
discover whence this distaste comes; 
whether the unfortunate outgrowth 
modern facilities entertainment, merely 
the result having been forced read 
books whose subject style were quite 
beyond the student’s grasp and appreciation. 

Several factors must borne mind 
the assignment book reviews one 
would stimulate interest and taste for read- 
ing the part the ordinary high-school 
student. prime importance remem- 
ber that book reviews are not end 
themselves, but simply means end; 
namely, teach the student read, 
remember what has read, and above all 
stimulate taste and initiative for further 
reading. Now one learning read 
cannot thrust immediately into the com- 
plexities Milton Manzoni, any more 
than one who studying mathematics can 
intelligently grasp the intricacies calculus 
before has comprehended the more elemen- 
tary branches. teaching students read, 
the teacher must consider, then, the student’s 
vocabulary, reading ability, outside interests, 
and personality. 

Assigned reading should give the student 
something remember. And student, boy 
girl, will long remember picture aspect 
life which, for him, devoid interest. 
This all-important element interest can 
and must stimulated the part the 
teacher. But must done with the honesty 
Diogenes coupled with the diplomacy 
Metternich. 

Having noticed, work librarian, 
that Dickens was seldom withdrawn from the 
shelves (even such favorites David Copper- 
field and Oliver Twist), asked various stu- 
dents the different years they had ever 
read these works. The answers the majority 
cases were negative. Some did not know 
who had written them. And when mentioned 
the name “Dickens” was the final 
death knell interest had been sounded. 
His very name brought such remarks as: “Oh, 
nothing Dickens any good. I’ve heard 
that from lots fellows. only used 
for book review.” came soon the 
conclusion that even with names familiarity 
can breed contempt! much that 
became convinced that were Dickens and 
Shakespeare, and many another immortal 
writer known less “by name” they would un- 
doubtedly much more popular. 


Prejudice Overcome 


Some time later had opportunity 
substitute for teacher one the fresh- 
man classes. took along with copy 
Oliver Twist, Robin Hood, and With Fire and 
Sword (all long books). Being careful not 
let the students see the titles the works, 
began experiment suggesting that 
they try visualize Edna May Oliver and 
Fields (who played the parts the 
motion-picture production) the characters 
who were the speaking the work 
was going read them. read first 
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few pages Oliver Twist and then suddenly 
put aside. Taking Robin Hood next, sug- 
gested the motion-picture actor Errol 
and proceeded read one Robin’s adven- 
tures. the first case stopped reading 
just high point interest. Then before 
reading With Fire and Sword suggested that 
they try see their mind the character 
was described the book. then read 
one two the descriptive passages. The 
period was over. announced that any 
were interested would tell them the titles 
and the authors later the library. 
class twenty-six boys, sixteen asked for 
Oliver Twist, three for With Fire and Sword, 
and four for Robin Hood. took just forty 
minutes sell three good books, their 
own intrinsic interest value twenty-three 
youngsters, and this not for assignment, but 
for optional reading. Others have tried the 
same sales technique and have found suc- 
cessful. think successful because one 
avoids the danger overenthusiasm, while 
giving the potential readers firsthand sample 
the work. Modern publishing houses are 
doing much the same thing larger and 
more mature scale their publication 

Why cannot all teachers approach 
problem thus? venture say the chief 
reason either they have not read the books 
themselves, they were forced read them 
when they were young, and have not yet out- 
grown their dislike them. Obviously the 
solution these difficulties must 
depend the initiative and application 
the teacher. 


Can You Sell 


Two points must realized 
Interest one those indefinable elements 
which, selling reading material 
young, must manifested the part 
the salesman. say interest, not extreme 
personal enthusiasm. This element interest, 
made evident, will vanquish even the most 
irrational, and yet most tenaciously held 
youthful prejudices, the prejudice against any 
book more than 200 pages length. 
deeply ingrained this opinion with some 
students that the length the book often 
the only, and more often 
criterion. For such, the verbal sampler, judi- 
ciously selected, but given impersonally, will 
often prove the fallacy their prejudice and 
the beginning new experience. 

The problem appealing individual taste 
and interest large class might seem practi- 
cally impossible circumstances where one 
has several different classes teach, and the 
numbers students run over the hundred 
mark. For taste books variable 
taste food clothing amusements, and 
often quite unreasonable. And some might 
say, that teacher has more than 
try figure out the literary taste each 
individual. Remember not speaking 
theory; presenting method which has 
been used without much inconvenience the 
part the teacher. Some teachers have drawn 
questionnaire which gives not only 
fairly accurate insight individual taste, but 
also indication the prevalent taste the 
group whole. Early the year the stu- 
dents are given this written questionnaire 
which the questions are somewhat follows: 


you like read (yes, no)? Why? 
Which are your favorite studies? Why? 
What are your favorite sports?

For the student 
has read books the past six months, 
not disposed mentally otherwise read 
work which supposes some reading experi- 
ence, background, and development. And 
student has listed the whole his reading 
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experience the past six months titles such 
“The Tarzan Stories” Zane Grey’s 
works, the books Sax Rhomer, the 
teacher can readily see the boy’s 
the highly imaginative and physically active, 
his interest the “he men” the West. 
And the teacher will enter the student’s 
reading experience through whatever door the 
student has created, giving him first books 
similar subject and style those which 
interest him, will not long before has 
won the student’s confidence the selection 
reading material. Then the gradual rise 
toward better and more mature works will 
easily accomplished. This not recom- 
mendation for the reading “pulp,” but 
fiction which has merited the claim good 
fiction, even though not great literature. 

times this method may seem too individ- 
ualistic and too complex for 
will not the answers the ques- 
tionnaire are kept file. And after some 
experience with this method the teacher will 
acquire facility selection and recom- 
mendation books. The temper.of the book 
review will tell him what the student honestly 
thought the book, and from this any think- 
ing teacher can gain his information the 
student’s progress.

Solutions. For the developer solution dis- 
solve tube M.Q. Developer 250 cc. 
water just before you begin the work. The 
tube contains hydroquinone, calcium carbonate, 
and various hydroxides. The developer solu- 
tion may kept for two weeks before 
spoils. Keep dark cool place. While using 
the solution, not allow its temperature 
below deg. Fahrenheit nor above 75. 
too warm oxidation will take place instead 


reduction and too cold, the process 
reduction too slow and the picture becomes 
blurred. For the fixing solution dissolve 
grams sodium thiosulfate 250 cc. 
water and acidify with 3.5 cc. acetic acid. 
After about pictures are made, acidify 
again with 1.5 cc. acid. This solution must 
has become warm during the process dis- 
solving. well make the day before. 

N.B. 250 cc. can make about 100 pictures. 

Room and Light. Before beginning 
work with sensitized paper, darken the room. 
Indirect light not objectionable, even 
somewhat bright, but direct light ruins the 
paper. The secret making good picture 
keep direct light even electric light 
away from the picture until finished. 
pictures are made perfectly dark room, 
cover the light with red paper while you 
work that you are able see and remove 
the red covering only while you expose the 
sensitized paper. Use 60-watt electric light. 
small light will blur the picture and larger 
one will change the number seconds for 
the exposure. 

Water. Use hydrant water for the solution 
and the washing. Distilled water too soft. 
bring out the desired contrast the 
picture, there required certain amount 
hardener, which furnished the calcium 
compounds the hydrant water. 


Experiment 


Note. The following procedure presupposes 
that the negatives have been developed the 
photographer’s office. 

Place the negative piece glass 
regular printing frame and cover with 
mask protect the border the picture. 
Put the sensitized paper over the negative 
and something stiff piece glass against 
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the back the sensitized paper. Expose 
electric light from seconds. dim 
picture indication that should 
exposed longer. the negatives are very flat, 
that too dark, they should exposed 
longer. sure that the light extinguished 
immediately after the exposure. 

Take the paper from the frame and 
immerse developer solution until the images 
appear. The hydroquinone reduces some 
the silver bromide metallic silver accord- 
ing the following equation: 

This unfinished reduction, some the 
silver bromide remaining unchanged. Only the 
parts exposed the light are reduced. If, 
however, the paper left too long the 
developer solution, will get darker and 
finally black. 

Take the picture out and draw through 
water wash off some the developer 
solution which basic. Now immerse the 
picture the fixing solution which checks 
the reduction and dissolves all 
bromide. 

takes about fifteen minutes for the 
image become fixed the paper, many 
twelve can put together. 

After the required time place the pictures 
into clean sink basin filled with water. 
The pictures are not removed during 
the bath the air will cause oxidation and 
turn them yellow. However, the greater part 
the water must changed about twelve 
times during the space hour. The picture 
may little longer the bath, but not 
very much less than hour. the end 
this time take the pictures from the bath, 
put them pasteboard, images up, and 
leave there until dry. 


Foreign-Language Teachers Organize 

What has probably been the hope and the 
dream many harassed language teacher actu- 
ally became reality last May when number 
teaching modern foreign languages 
the secondary school the Diocese Pittsburgh 
formed what proved mutual help associa- 
tion.
